We Ove Neard much of late concerning the use of: tentative reports 
and we believe that this sort of roport his 9 definite place ih our 
hobby-- however, it can be used in the wrong way-- and wo feel that 
those who my be writing such a report knows at that timo whether or 
not he may be perhaps stretching the facts being claimed. We feel that 
trere should be some conercte fact or evidence in hand to warrant the 
sending of such a tentative resort, A tentative report sent without 
any basis of fact might damage. the pene Or of) the National Radio 
Cio; and the DX hobby. 


Purthermore any correspondence from a member. to a radio station 
should at all times be of a rrierdly nature and never eriticize station 
personnel. Here we are concerned with correspondence such as that 
received several months back by KWCR wherein they were rudely criticized 
beeause 2 Letter in reply to a verification reauest did not. specificly 
mention “reception verified.” This scrt of thing hurts the Netional 
Ridio Club and the DX hobby. 


Therefore, we, the Board of Direcotrs, elected to office by the 
members of the National Radio Club, to steer and direct the activity 
of the club, wish to advise all members that we intend:--- 

1. To safcepuard the reputation of the National Radio Club.
